Wake up sleepy head before you get robbed 


A NEW scheme which saw police 
waking people up to tell them 
their doors were unlocked has 
resulted in a drop in crime. 

Officers also used megaphones 
to alert residents to the dangers of 
burglary during the operation in 
Thorplands and Lumbertubs last 
week. 

As a result there has a been a 
drop in the number of burglaries 
recorded. 

During the course of late night 
patrols police urged people to 
keep their door and windows 
locked. 

Thirty crimes of this type have 


taken place and in half of them 
the culprits have got in through 
insecure or unlocked doors and 
windows. 

Police officers and PCSOs have 
been patrolling the areas in the 
small hours as a deterrent to bur- 
glars. 

If they found any doors and 
windows unlocked or open, they 
woke the home owner and asked 
them to lock up. 

Inspector Mike Grady said: “We 
have noticed a drop in burglaries 
in the  Thorplands’ and 
Lumbertubs area since we 
launched this scheme on April 20.

“The tactic is designed to drive 
home the message that people 
should always make sure they 
lock up their homes. 

“Recently, on Thorplands and 
Lumbertubs, more than half of 30 
burglaries took place at proper- 
ties which had been left insecure. 

“The message is simple - don't 
make it easy for thieves. 

“The community have given us 
some positive feedback and we 
are pleased with how the work 
has progressed.”

Men charged after 
police drugs

SIX men have been remanded in 
custody following the discovery 
of a large cannabis factory. 

The raid last Thursday was one 
of two major busts carried out by 
Northamptonshire Police this 
week. 

It took place at a disused build- 
ing in St James Park Road and is 
believed to be the biggest ever 
raid in the county. 

Bon Cong Truong, 47, Trach 
Ngoc Nguyen, 45, and Minh Ngoc 
Pham, 39, all of no fixed abode, 
appeared at Northampton 
Magistrates Court on Friday 
charged with the production of 
and possession with intent to 
supply a Class B drug. 

Michael Aransibia, 22, Wayne 
Starke, 20, and James Taylor, 19, 
all from London, were charged 
with possession with intent to 
supply a Class B drug and affray. 

All six men were remanded in 
custody. 

The British three will appear via 


video-link tomorrow, while the 
Vietnamese men will appear on 
Friday. 

The second incident saw police 
seize around £140,000 worth of 
cannabis plants in Wheatfield 
Road in Abington. 

Police discovered the factory on 
Monday evening after a member 
of the public tipped off a 
patrolling police officer. 

Police believe the building must 
have been set up less than a 
month ago. There were more 
than 400 plants in the house. 

Detective Constable Kelvin

Leaton said: “Thanks to this tip 
off we have disrupted this factory 
before it had a chance to get 
started and begin actively pro- 
ducing cannabis. 

“These 438 plants were still in 
the early stages of production.”

Expectant mum's 
anxious wait for 
swine flu test

A PREGNANT woman has been 
left in limbo after being told a 
case of swine flu had been con- 
firmed on her return flight from 
Mexico. 

Lisa Jarrett, 23, and partner Ross 
Chamberlain, 27, from East 
Hunsbury, are desperately trying 
to get medical attention following 
the scare. The couple were forced 
to cut-short their two week stay in 
Cancun as fears grew over the 
virus. 

They arrived home four days 
early last Thursday after deciding 
staying just wasn’t worth the risk, 
but got a call from their tour 
operator on Tuesday to say there 
was a confirmed case on their 
flight. 


Lisa, who is 14 weeks pregnant, 
took the call and has been 
advised to get a swab test because 
she has been suffering from a 
headache - although neither her 
or Ross have flu-like symptoms. 

But she is struggling to get seen 
as she only moved to the area 
recently and has yet to register 
with a doctor. 

Her old surgery will not see her 
as they have sent her records off. 

At the time the H&P went to 
print Lisa was desperately trying 
to get the test done. 

Ross has been advised to give it 
a couple more days before return- 
ing to work, but Lisa cannot go 
back until she has been given the 
all-clear. 

She said: “I am stuck in limbo, 
doing nothing. I feel absolutely 
fine.” 


She said adequate measures 
should have been taken at the air- 
port to stop the risk of infection 
before people boarded the plane. 

The couple flew to Mexico on 
April 19 and had been there about 
a week when they started hearing 
about the virus. 

They could not get hold of 
Tamiflu, other flu medication or 
any masks so fashioned their own 
out of an eye mask and torn up 
pillow case. 

Lisa said: “I’m pregnant and 
have been to Mexico before. 

“Iwas cutting my losses because 
of the situation I was personally 
in. It would have been tougher if 
it was our first time. I would have 
liked to have stayed, but it was a 
risk. If we had waited until the 
Sunday I was scared they would 
not have come to get us.”

Food, glorious school dinner food causing concern 


QUESTIONS have been asked 
about county council proposals 
to deliver hot school meals to 
children across the county. 

In their Hunsbury and Upton 
Focus newsletter Liberal 
Democrat councillors criticised 
the school meal proposals set by 
Northamptonshire County Cou- 
ncil. 

The authority would train and 
be responsible for all catering 
staff, ensure menus complied 
with all the Government’s nutri- 
tional based standards and give 
every child in the county access 
to a hot meal using £8.5 million of 
the Government's money. 

Although the Lib Dems are not 
opposing school meals for chil- 
dren they feel there are some 
flaws in the proposals. 

Northampton Borough Cllr Paul 
Varnsverry (Liberal Democrat, 
West Hunsbury) said: “At face 


value it seems like a good idea. 

“But when you dig a little deep- 
er you find there will be a lot more 
onus on the school to make it 
work then on the NCC.” 

Northamptonshire County 
Councillor Maureen Hill (Weston, 
Liberal Democrat) said: “It would 
be ano brainier to say one doesn't 
want school meals for school 
children. 

“I believe NCC has received 
funding of about £8.5 million 
from the Government for the 
infrastructure for the service. 

“But I have been told that 
schools that are being provided 
this service are being asked to pay 
£3,000 into a contract. 

“That doesn't seem a lot until 
you take the number of schools 
into account. 

“They are going to get some- 
thing like £1million to provide the 
infrastructure they need.” 


Cllr Hill added: “A lot of schools 
now dont have kitchens. 

“In Weston there is a school that 
has been trying to get a kitchen 
for ages. 

“How will they provide hot 
meals if the school does not have 
a kitchen?” 

Chairman of the children’s and 
young people scrutiny committee 
Cllr Ron Sawbridge (Conser- 
vative, Brackley West) backed the 
plans. He said: “I fully support 
this idea. 

“I think it’s important that hot 
meals are provided for children 
throughout Northamptonshire. 

“There will be some difficulties 
with some schools. 

“But these will all have to be 
addressed in the future, it will 
take time to develop. 

“The aim is to develop it so all 
school children have access to 
hot meals.”

Plans afoot for a 
Saints expansion

THE planned expansion of 
Franklin’s Gardens could help 
Northampton Town’s own rede- 
velopment ambitions. 

That is the view’ of 
Northampton Saints chairman 
Keith Barwell, who was speak- 
ing after his club unveiled plans 
to build a 3,500 capacity stand 
funded by the building of a new 
ASDA supermarket. 

The move was announced at a 
press conference on Thursday. 

Saints will be submitting plan- 
ning permission in the summer 
to knock down the Sturtridge 
Pavilion and build a new north 
stand. 

At the same time, the £6 mil- 
lion project will be funded by 
leasing part of the training 
ground and car parks to ASDA 
for a new 4,000 square metre 
store that would create up to 
400 jobs. 


The Cobblers have seen their 
own plans to fund the expan- 
sion of Sixfields with facilities 
including a garden centre and 
hotel stalled by the town’s coun- 
cil. 

The argument from North- 
ampton Borough Council is that 
there can be no retail develop- 
ment outside of the town centre 
until 2026. 

But Mr Barwell said that the 
Saints’ plans will help the foot- 
ball club in their fight. 

He said: “A question people 
will be asking is how does this 
affect the Cobblers? We have 
spoken to David Cardoza and 
Tony Clarke. It’s difficult to know 
what their feeling is because 
they are obviously going to look 
after their own supporters 
which is quite right and proper. 

“I think they see the advan- 
tages of us joining in the battle. I 
think they feel that they are log- 
jammed and being told they 
can't do anything until 2026 


doesn't help them. I think they 
take the view that if WNDC says 
yes to ASDA it will be difficult to 
say no to their plans for a garden 
centre. 

“We want to throw a hand 
grenade into the situation by 
having a proper discussion 
among the voting public.” 

The new stand will be similar 
in design to the current south 
stand, which is the most recent 
addition to Franklin’s Gardens. 

Facilities will include corpo- 
rate boxes, a new match day 
control room, a concourse bar 
and an area similar to the 
Rodber Suite in the Tetley’s 
Stand. 

Saints director Tony Hewitt 
added: “The headline from the 
club’s point of view is unless we 
do this type of development we 
can't afford to expand the 
ground. Northampton then has 
the difficulty of maintaining 
itself within the top ten clubs of 
rugby in England.”

The new number to 
call in times of need 


A NEW non-emergency number was 
launched by Northamptonshire Police this 
week. 

The number for all non-emergency calls to 
the force will be 03000 111 222 at any time, 
seven days a week. 

The existing telephone numbers will be 
gradually phased out, but will still connect to 
police until people get used to the new num- 
ber. 

People can also call 03000 111 222 when they 
need to speak to their Safer Community Team. 
or to seek advice on any police matter. 

Head of the Force Communications Centre, 
Superintendent Bob Smart said: “We have 
worked very hard over the last few years to 
improve our call handling procedures and the 
introduction of a single non-emergency num- 
ber in 2006 was a significant step towards that. 

“However, we are continually trying to 
improve our service and respond to the needs 
of our customers. 

“The new number will not only be easier for 
people to remember, but it can also cost less 
for them to contact the police for assistance, 
wherever they are calling from. 

“Ofcom has specifically set aside the 030 
range for public bodies and not-for-profit 
organisations and we were keen to make the 
move to the new number, with the associated 
benefits for our customers, as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

“For example the 030 numbers can be saved 
to telephone discount packages frequently 
offered by network providers. 

“Our consultation has identified that com- 
munities are keen to see such benefits.” 

Supt Smart also hopes that by making the 
non-emergency contact number as easy as 
possible to remember it will reduce the 
amount of inappropriate 999 calls. 

People should only call 999 in an emergency, 
when a life is at risk or a crime is in progress. 

All other calls for police assistance or advice 
should be made to 03000 111 222.

Unsafe cabs are 
taken off roads 


SIX taxis were taken off the road 
after a surprise safety check crack- 
down. 

On Friday, April 24, officers from 
Northampton Borough Council, 
Northamptonshire Police and the 
Vehicle Operator Service Agency 
spent six hours stopping and 
inspecting a number of the town’s 
taxis. 

The team checked 22 private hire 
vehicles and three Hackney 
Carriage, with each vehicle fully 
tested to see if it was roadworthy 
and met public safety standards 

Six vehicles were immediately 
taken off of the road because they 
failed to meet safety standards and 
four others were given delayed pro- 
hibitions. 

These vehicles are now prohibited 
from operating until they can be 
proved roadworthy. 

In total 14 - over 50 per cent of the 
vehicles - were found to have one or 
more defects. 

Northampton Borough Council 
principle licensing officer Phil 
Bayliss said: “People need to feel 
confident that when they get into a 
taxi cab or private hire vehicle it is 
roadworthy. 

“We have a duty of care to ensure 
these vehicles are safe for the driv- 
er, passengers and other road 
users. 

“We will not hesitate in taking 
action against unsafe vehicles in 
Northampton as part of the coun- 
cil’s enforcement policy to ensure 
public safety. 

“These unannounced tests mean 
drivers know they must keep their 
vehicle in good condition at all 
times as they never know when we 
might inspect them.”

Officers are urging peo- 
ple to report any gather- 
ings at the earliest oppor- 
tunity to help prevent 
illegal raves from taking 
place, particularly in 
rural areas. 

Chief Inspector Andy 
Tennet, from protective 
services command, said: 
“Illegal raves can have a 
considerable impact on 
our rural communities in 
terms of noise nuisance 
and in the case of farmers 
and landowners can also 
have a devastating im- 
pact on crops and other 
agriculture, together with 
the costs associated with 
clearing up litter left 
behind. 

“We have thwarted a 
number of these events in 
the past, and we are keen 
for people to let us know 
as soon as they see any 
groups of people or vehi- 


cles gathering, particular- 
ly in rural areas, so that 
we can take action before 
it escalates. 

“One of the key solu- 
tions to preventing an 
illegal rave taking place is 
early intervention and we 
are keen to stress to 
members of the farming 
community as well as 
other residents that they 
have a vital part to play.” 

Farmers and landown- 
ers are also being encour- 
aged to call police if they 
are victim to any minor 
acts of criminal damage. 

PC Glynne Malkin, force 
countryside and wildlife 
officer, said: “It is impor- 
tant for farmers and 
landowners to tell us if 
they are victims of crimi- 


nal damage as it is com- 
mon for people involved 
in the setting up of illegal 
raves to break padlocks 
and chains that secure 
the entrances to fields 
days before the event 
takes place. This then 
gives them access to the 
land when they arrive for 
the event. 

“It is therefore equally 
important for landown- 
ers and farmers to regu- 
larly check the access to 
their properties and for 
people living in rural 
communities to inform 
us if they see anyone act- 
ing suspiciously where 
they live.”

Helping people see clearly 


PATIENTS suffering from a severe eye condition 
can now access a superdrug to help save their 
eyesight. 

As reported exclusively in the H&P last month 
Lucentis is available for people suffering from eye 
disease macular degeneration.

PCT into action 


WHEN Una Ridley learned 
she couldn’t get new super- 
drug Lucentis on the NHS she 
turned to the Macular 
Disease Society (MDS) for 
help - with spectacular 
results. 

She had just been told she 
had Wet MD, a degenerative 
condition that would mean 
the world would become little 
more than a blur to her if she 
wasn't treated. 

Una was told she would lose 
her central vision, meaning 
she could only see things on 
the periphery clearly. 

The society, a charity which 
helps people with all types of 
eye disease macular degener- 
ation, was among a number of 
groups lobbying Northamp- 
tonshire Primary Care Trust - 
now known as NHS 
Northamptonshire - to get the 
drug introduced on the NHS. 

The H&P has also followed 
the story since 2007. 


resulted in the drug being 
introduced at Northampton 
General Hospital last month. 

In a letter to this newspaper, 
Una said: ‘I was diagnosed 
with Wet MD the most pro- 
gressive but treatable kind of 
MD. 


‘I was told I would never be 
totally blind because the 
peripheral vision remains 
when the central vision is lost. 

‘A carer from the Carers 
Association in Northampton 
and my ophthalmologist both 
wrote letters to the Primary 
Care Trust on my behalf, but 
were kept waiting for answers 
for some months until the 
PCT was jolted into action by 
an investigative journalist 
from the Sunday Express. 

‘She provoked the answers 
long awaited but no action 
followed. 

‘The Royal National Institute 
of Blind People and Macular 
Disease Society both offered 


chief executive to the CE of 
the PCT. 

‘Finally an answer was given 
and treatment began with a 
Macugen injection in January 
2007 at Leicester. 

‘In January 2009 I was trans- 
ferred to Northampton where 
equipment has been estab- 
lished and making treatment 
more easily available. 

‘Anyone with wet MD needs 
treatment before vision is lost. 
‘Tt is important not to delay. 

‘The RNIB and MDS have 
helplines and an advocacy 
service ready to help anyone 
who need eye injections to 
prevent further sight loss.’ 

MDS is the largest patient 
group in the sector with more 
than 17,000 members world- 
wide and more than 170 sup- 
port groups around the UK.

A NEW road has been championed at 
an awards ceremony. 

The Cross Valley Link Road joins 
Weedon Road with the Swan Valley 
development, crossing the River Nene 
floodplain. 

It won awards for environmental 
management and overall project 
achievement, as well as receiving an 
‘excellent’ rating and being named out- 
right winner in the large project catego- 
ry of the Institution of Civil Engineers 
East Midlands Merit Awards. 

The 1.5km link road forms part of a 
major infrastructure project and flood 
reduction scheme, which has seen 
£17.5 million of investment to allow the 
future development of up to 12,000 


housing units in the south west district 
of Northampton. Extensive measures 
were taken to address the potential 
environmental impacts of the scheme: 

H 100 per cent of topsoil and subsoil 
from the construction was reused and 
fill material was imported from an 
adjacent site which avoided road 
haulage 

Mi To ensure landscaping was in-keep- 
ing with the surroundings 25,000 native 
trees and shrubs were planted 

@ 20 hectares of wetland habitat was 
also created and 900kg of wildflower 
seed sown, including some harvested 
from local sites 

The new road will be officially opened 
at an event on May 14. 


Bobbies put on the beat at hospital site 


POLICE will be on the beat at 
Northampton General Hospital in a bid 
to reduce crime. 

PCSOs are to be assigned areas at 
NGH where they will be joined by hos- 
pital security. 

The move was approved at a Joint 
Action Group meeting between the 
hospital and the St Crispin safer com- 
munity team (SCT). 

It is one of three new initiatives being 
introduced to tackle crime on the large 
hospital site. 

The mobile police station will also 
visit the hospital once a month to issue 
security advice to staff. 

And security radios will be made 
available to SCT staff to use while 
patrolling the hospital. 


Sergeant Matt Phillips, of St Crispin 
SCT, said: “The radios will allow direct 
contact between police and security to 
improve the response to incidents and 
ensure that security staff are aware that 
we are on site. 

“The decision to give PCSOs and 
security staff areas, or beats, was taken 
to increase visibility and accessibility 
for the SCT and security staff. 

“Greater familiarisation will increase 
the flow of information, raise the pro- 
file of security issues and lead to sur- 
geries in each of the designated areas. 

“We have a good working relationship 
with Northampton General Hospital 
and want to make sure that it is a safe 
and secure environment for staff, 
patients and visitors.”

ONE of the great joys of Dylan Thomas’s 
most famous work, Under Milk Wood, 
is that as a play for voices originally 
intended for radio broadcast it allows 
the audience to generate its own pic- 
tures in the boundless arena of its 
imagination. 

So how do you resolve this creative 
dichotomy when it comes to transfer- 
ring the Welsh masterpiece to the stage? 

It’s a conundrum that has plagued the- 
atre productions throughout the play’s 
history: how much of Thomas's vivid 
and vibrant imagery do you present lit- 
erally, and how much do you leave sug- 
gested, making the audience work a lit- 


tle for the full picture in their minds? 

Director Adele Thomas, helming her 
first full piece as part of a Royal & Dern- 
gate training scheme, has gone for the 
literal approach, with almost every 
descriptive line illustrated by a prop, a 
costume change or a sight gag. 

Working with a cast of five, she dresses 
four of them in 1950s-style underwear, 
all cami-knickers and combinations, 
and then uses their corset-clad bodies as 
blank canvases on which to impose the 
whole extraordinary array of characters, 
up to ten per actor. 

Matthew Bulgo, Arwel Gruffydd, Sara 
Harris-Davies and Katy Owen all cope 
admirably with the weight of this expec- 
tation (the costume changes alone 
would challenge lesser mortals), but the 
experimental, fringe-style approach to 
the production ultimately detracts from 
Thomas's masterly, colourful vignette of 
smalltown life. 

On Hannah Clark's simple set, lined 
either side with huge racks of clothing, 


the multitude of weird and wonderful 
characters have to scurry frantically 
from one snatched line of text to the 
next, with the gentle, lyrical humour 
forced to unnatural lengths there’s even 
an anachronistic swine flu gag elbowed 
in. 

But all the half-ideas crammed into 
this overflowing cauldron can be for- 
given for the sound of Aled Pugh, a mel- 
lifluous presence acting as narrator, 
whose lilting Welsh tones guide the 
audience assuredly through the day in 
the life of Llareggub. Evoking memories 
of the classic Richard Burton recording, 
his charismatic voice and steadying 
manner become almost dangerous, 
sorely tempting you simply to close your 
eyes and let the music of the words wash 
soothingly over you. 

This attempt at scaling Llareggub Hill 
is a brave stab at a_ probably 
unclimbable peak. But with Pugh as 
sherpa, the team definitely gets further 
than they otherwise might.

Taking on the 
HIPs changes 


A NEW anti-Home Information Pack 
petition has been launched on the Num- 
ber 10 Downing Street website by estate 
agent Harrison Murray’s commercial 
director, Nick Salmon. 

Mr Salmon, who is also head of the 
SPLINTA campaign (Sellers’ Pack Law Is 
Not The Answer), is calling for the 
restoration of ‘First Day Marketing’. 

Until April 6 this year, home sellers 
could have their property marketed as 
soon as the Home Information Pack (HIP) 
was ordered - but since then it has 
become necessary for the pack to be 
largely completed before any marketing 
can take place. 

Estate agents are reporting that this loss 
of ‘First Day Marketing’ is detrimental to 
sellers, buyers and the property market in 
general. The need for the seller to fill ina 
seven page ‘Property Information Ques- 
tionnaire’ (PIQ) is also causing difficul- 
ties, according to Mr Salmon. 

He said: “One example I have been 
made aware of is the case of a lady who 
has had a stroke. 

“She needs to go into a home but has to 
sell her flat - and quickly. Telling her that 
the property could not be marketed 
before the HIP is compiled and that the 
PIQ must be completed first has caused 
great distress at a time when she could 
certainly do without it.” 

The SPLINTA campaign is supported by 
over 2,000 firms of estate agents, survey- 
ors and solicitors who believe there are 
better ways than HIPs to improve the

home buying process and that the con- 
sumer is being disadvantaged by the leg- 
islation. Mr Salmon added: “Pre-HIPs, 
good estate agency practice was to alert 
potential buyers to a property at the earli- 
est opportunity and when appropriate to 
arrange viewings prior to full marketing. 
Was the buyer or seller disadvantaged by 
this? Of course not.”

IT was pleasing to see us get our first win of the 
season against Glamorgan Dragons in the 
Friends Provident Trophy on Monday. 

What was also pleasing was the way the players 
responded after the match. There was a lot of 
good feeling, particularly with the way that we 
bowled and fielded second. 

There was plenty of spirit from the lads in the 
field, while we bowled with good line and length 
to bowl them out. 

However our batting is still a concern for us. At 
times the runs are coming at an alarming rate, 
but the wickets are also falling at an alarming 
rate as well.

THE rebuilding job is already underway for 
Northampton Town following their relega- 
tion to League Two on the final day of the 
season. 

Out goes club captain Chris Doig. 

Out goes striker Leon Constantine. 

Out go fringe players Colin Larkin and Greg 
Taylor. 

The four were released from the club on 
Tuesday when the announcement was made 
over which of the players that were out of 
contract would be offered new deals. 

Manager Stuart Gray pulled no punches 
when giving his explanation for why they 
had chosen who to keep and who to let go. 

“We are sorry to see some excellent ser- 
vants of the club depart,” he said before 
adding: “But the bottom line is we have not 
been good enough this season and we need 
to change things around and freshen things 
up. We need to create room in the squad to 
bring new faces in. 

“It is never an easy decision, and of course 
we wish those players moving on all the best 
and thank them for their efforts.” 

The 3-0 defeat at Leeds United on Saturday, 
coupled with wins for Carlisle United and 
Brighton & Hove Albion, ended the Cobblers’ 
three-year stay in League One. 

Now instead of games against Charlton 
Athletic, Norwich City and Southampton, 
fans can now look forward to trips to More- 
cambe, Accrington Stanley and Burton 
Albion. 

Doig had been one of Northampton’s most 
reliable players since joining permanently 
from Nottingham Forest in 2005. 

But the centre half has been plagued with 
injuries this campaign and suffered an 
alarming slump in form towards the end of 
the season. 

Constantine only moved to Sixfields from 


Leeds in the summer to be reunited with for- 
mer Torquay United strike partner Adebayo 
Akinfenwa. 

The frontman failed to live up to expecta- 
tions, managing just three goals before being 
shipped out to Cheltenham Town on loan. 

Akinfenwa is one of those that will be lining 
up in a Cobblers shirt next season. The fans 
favourite has had a clause in his contract 
activated which keeps him at the club for 
another season. 

Chris Dunn, Mark Hughes, Giles Coke and 
Jason Crowe have all been offered new deals 
and have until June 16 to respond. 

Crowe has previously hinted that he would 
leave the club if they were relegated and is 
rumoured to have attracted the interest of 
Millwall and Huddersfield Town. 

Gray is nonetheless determind that his side 
will return to League One at the end of next 
season. 

He said: “I am looking to put together a 
squad that is good enough to win promotion 
back to League One at the first attempt, and 
while we know that will not be easy it is 
within our capabilities. 

“We have a good nucleus of players already 
under contract for next season and the aim 
over the summer will be to add to that and to 
build a squad capable of taking us straight 
back up.”
